For this reason our acts of self-denial | 
in behalf of the missions are multiplied in their efficacy and when we | 
refrain from some small! luxury or comfort to which we are accustomed ‘| 
the trifling sum thus saved seems very large to the missionaries and | 
Sisters who are working in the East. | 

For $50.00 they can pay for the clothing and books of a seminarist | 
and for much of his support during the year. For $25.00 or $30.00 they 
can support a Catechist, a native who gpes about teaching 400 or 500 
people a year and preparing them for Baptism. For $15.00 they can sup- 
port a child in the orphanage for a year and for an alms of $5.00 they 
will give to some Chinese child the benefits of Baptism and give it sup- 
port in the orphanage.

A VERY INTERESTING 
FROM FRANCE. 


LETTER | 


Father Henwell, Rector of St. Paul's 
University Chapel, Madison, Wis., re 
ceived a long letter recently from Cor- 
nelius P. Shea, an alumnus of the 
University, who for some time past 
has been a K. C. Secretary in Paris 

October 2, 1918 
Dear Father Hengell: 

One of the greatest pleasures de- 
rived from our work over here is the 
assurance given us occasionally by 
some of the soldiers that our humble 
ministrations serve in a measure to 
bring to them that home feeling which 
they all seem to appreciate. And, 
while writing about the “home feel- 
ing” let me suggest that the folke at 
home should lose none of the oppor- 
tunities afforded them for sending 
some of that welcome feeling through 
long agd frequent letters to any and) 
all of Meir friends over here. 

A short time ago a priest came to 
the hotel where we are staying to 
spend a few days in this city after 
living with the men in the front lines 
for some months. Reports of his work 
at the front had preceded him and we 
were, therefore, very much interested 
in hearing his side of the story. He 
has been recommended by officers of 
his division to receive decorations for 
his remarkable bravery and the self- 


sacrificing spirit he showed in striv- 


ing to assist the wounded men and 
others under fire. He, however, seem- 
ed to feel that the praise given him 
was not due, for he said, with tears in 
his eyes, that his conscience has 
troubled him many times because he 
feels that if he had not been such a 
coward he would have been able to 


administer spiritual comforts to many 


others who were in need. He told of 


‘lying flat in shell holes waiting for 
ithe rain of German shells to slacken 


somewhat and eager him to go out 
farther into the shell-swept area
